The New Tarifl; 

Wo Binceroly hope that whilo cons 
Bidering Ibo proposod now Tariff, the 
Legislative Council, in cndoavoring to 
avoid Charybdis will not bo wreclcod 
on Soylla; or that ip pusaingtbo pro- 
posed scale of duties with a view to 
iaoreasing the, revenue, It will nob go 
to Booli an ezireme aa to prohibit the 
importation of certain artiplea in daily 
request that cannot be profitably pro* 
dncod bore. The report of the Tariff 
Committee has, no doubt, been oare- 
fully prepared ; . bat there are aome 
points oontainod in the schedule to 
which we would direct the attention 
of the Council with a view to avoiding 
a repetition boro (on a Hmall eciilc) of 
the evils that tbo iinposiiion of prns 
hibitivo duties buvo iiifliuloJ upon 
Amoricun commcrco. On dry yoods 
the OommiLtoo propoao a duly of l2i 
por coat. — a reduction of 2i per cent, 
on tbo present sciilo. A week or two 
ago, tbo importers memorialized liio 
Council to ibo eO'ecl that a duly ot not 
more than 7i por cent, bo imposed on 
thia doBcripiion of gooda. 'I'lio me- 
morial showed very clearly that if too 
high a rate was imposed it would in- 
jure our foreign retail trade, and that 
whoro $1 in duiios would be collected 
from this source through an inoroa>'od 
duuand'from the Sound were the rate 
fixed at 7i per cent., 75 cents would 
not be realized to the revenue if tbo 
presontuluty et 15 per cent, was cons 
tinued. The importance of this state- 
ment does not appear to have boon 
lost on the committee, and bonce wo 
find , a reduction proposed upon tbo 
pire'sent rale ; but tbo reduction is not 
suiBcient to meet tho case. It is of tbo 
utmost imporlanoe to tho country that 
no channel of trade at present open to 
us should bo obstructed by any act of 
oar own. Protection cannot bo ad- 
vanced as a reason for a bigb duty on 
dry goods, becauso we bavo no raariu- 
faoturos of tbo kind, nor are wo lilcoly 
to have for a docado of years. Tbo 
object ot this duty, then, is to oolleot 
a rovenuo ; and it it can bo shown that 
with tho rato fixed at 7} per cent, 
twice tho amount of dry goods will bo 
imported, that would be at l^i per 
cent., tbei pilaiu duty of the Ooanoit is 
to roduoe the demand to tho lesser 
figure and allow the Government to 
fob the extra 2} por cont. In lovyiag 
a nniiorm duty of 81 50 por 100 on 
oigars. wo. think that a mistake has 
also been made. The rich man's fine 
Havana, costing 8l00@S150 per 1000, 
will pay no more than the poor man's 
Manilla cheroot, coslii y S20 or 5?25 
per 1000. Tbo oirect will be to destroy 
tho market for tho coramonor grades 
of cigars and create a considt;rablo 
deficit in tbo revenue in cousoquonco. 
It strikes us that an ad valorem instead 
of a specific duty should be placed on 
cigars. What has been said of cigars 
will apply with equal force to tobacco : 
a duty of 25 por coot por pound will 
placo even the inferior grades be3'ond 
the roach of tho poor man, and confine 
tho consumpiion to a very great ex- 
tent to tbo higher grades by men 
who are able to pay for their" baccy." 
On raw sugar, it is proposed to levy 
a duty of I cent por pound, while ro- 
fined sugar is cnly taxed Uconts. Tho 
raw sugar will, tboretoro, pay a rato 
ll^requivalent to 20 per oont., while tho 
refined article will come in upon the 
payment of sorao 8 por cont. To 
equalize tho duty in this rospoct a 
specific duty of at Icm :i ccnis por 
pound on rcfiuod HU.fars will bo iicccs- 
sary. Imporlod butter is to bo taxed 
ton coiibs por pound— aiiollier rato lhal 
will bo almost proliibilivo, and when 
we rofloct that tliu counlry is iiol in a 
BufiQciouily adviuiced Htato — and will 
not bo for a period of two years to 
oorao — to fiujjply tho local demand for 
this article of luxury, is most unw so. 
T/pon flour, a duly of SI 50 bblispro- 
poaed. This will bo a grievous tax tor 
tho consumers t . boar. Without to- 
bacco, sugar, butter, &o., a man could 
live comtortably enough, and enjoy 
better health than if ho bad them all 
at his command ; but bread he mnnt 
have; it ho desires to support lifo 
ho must lean upon its « stafT." 
Seven tyfivo cents, OP at most, oii-.t 
dollar per barrel would furnish ample 
protection to millers ; beyond iho latter 
rate, tho duty approachos prohibit ion, 
and, should it bo luid on, will liiivo a 
tendency to chock iini)orlaiioiis, 
whilo tho charge for flour munufac- 
turo.l in the Colony will always bo 
higher by 50 cents per barrel tliiiii it 
would bo wore tho duty fixed at a 
reasonable rato. Alo, jwrter and 
spirits will pay a small advance on 
the present rates, which have always 
been considered higher than a duo re- 
gard for the extension of our com.> 
moroo to other parts would oppoar to 
warrant. Vegetahlos will have to pay 
a pretty etiflf duty, and every Sound or 
Oregon ogg cracked on tho Island 
will yield A fraction over one cent 



to the Treasury. Salt, which ia used 
oxtcnaivoly in the proporvation of 
fish and moats, is to como iu f roo ; so 
aro shipbuilding materials and chand'^ 
lory (with tbo exception of blocks, 
which wo do not boo enumerated in 
tho Ireo list), Hoods, frosh fish, fish-oil 
and many otbor articles on which 
rates are charged iu tho present scale. 
Island bacon and haras will bo protect- 
od by a duty 4 cents por pound, whilo 
corned beef (strange to say) will bo 
admitted on payment of 10 per cont. 
Machinary, which camo in freo before, will 
pay 10 per cent. ; and confcctiont'ry — wliioli, 
absurdly eBoii>;li, piiys 12^ per cent, duty 
i.nder thu scale now iu lorco, wliilu suuiir h 
levied upon to the tune ol 20 per cent, in tho 
sume scale — will vury picjperly contribute 
30 por cent, under the new Tariir. 'I'ho rate 
proposed on live stock appears to lie u coni« 
promiso botweco tho old liilund dutien (wiiicli 
were too high) and the mainland ratcH (which 
were too low). Blankets are expected to 
pay tribute at an average rate ot 75 oeutB 
per pair, which is too high, when we con- 
sider that the prinoipal customers aroln- 
dians, who believe more (o quantity than in 
quality, and generally buy an inferior article. 
There ii no denying tho fact, that the list, 
in many respects, is piitlsfuctoi-y ; but in tho 
inat'incBS to whicli wu Imve drawn nttontioa 
there is certainly room for iniiirovoniont.

Sinco i5arnurn, with his great ability in 
the business of adverlisiog, failed to make 
h'la liro annibilator a snccesB — failed becauso 

ihe thing itsell was not a tnceeis — we have 
not heard much of fire anniliilalors, r.nd they 
'were abaut lornoilen until a giioius iIk' other 
day Huoceeded in obtaining ili<) prii-iMic^t ol 
the Ctiief Engineer ol the f'^ire l)r|)ari muni 
aud several oilier di^nilariis to witness an 
experiment at Jones' Wuod wi'.b ao apparat- 
us for e-Kiiiijiuishing fires. The apparatus 
is simply a portable can, oajiable of holding 
foily tusi.xly gallons ol lli<' liijuiil aimiliihuor 
and has adjuslalde straps alt.iolied to it, l)y 
which the operator eae readily sling it on 
his back. The inventor hud erected a ahaniy 
of hemlock boards, into which he had jiiled 
straw and oiliHr combustible materials. The 
latter were lired.arid wlien in lull blaZ(!, the 
lliiid was let on through a lew feet ol hall- 
iiioh rubber tubing with a slender in 7./.U\ 
one eiglilh iiicli b irt: at the end, there lieiiig 
a laucel near the coupling where thu tubing 
is attiicbod. The flaino was eztlngaisbed 
wlttdn half a minute, thnui^h the whole 
sliaiity seomeil doomed to desiruetlon . Tar 
barrels were t!n;ii tired and extiiigu isliial 
als) piles ol wood saliiratiul willi keto-cMie. 
I'tien tho shanty was lillinl wiin all this 
debris ill wood, saliuaifd wiih kero.-eiie, iiirred 
staves and other coinbU'<til)les, and [i> ed ; 
and in like n^anner were estfnguisbed. The 
experimeotB were pronouoeed Buccessful by 
all present.

In all tho towns ex- 
amined the eiirly settlers on an average had 
in each family from eight to too children ; tho 
three sueeessivo gouorations rohgod from 
seven to eight to a lainily, then about five, 
while tho sixth decreased to less than lliree. 
Il is surprising how many large families were 
onco found in those old towns. In one small 
lown, settled in lOli.i, the records attest lhat

The Island of St. Thomas. — It has been 

rumored at Washinp'ton for a long time lhal 
negotiations were pending for tho purchase 
by our Government ef St, Thomas, and yo.H^ 
terday morning we had a report by Overlaud 
Telegraph thai the bargain bad been consuin' 
mated, and that the Island is now part of the 
United States. The v\'eBt Indies are a 
string of Islands 600 miles long, extending 
Iroin the bouthern point of Florida to Iho 
moulli ol the Oront.co. About 1,000 miles 
from Florida, -11111 38 miles east of Porio liico, 
in latitude 18" north, lies St. Thomas, un ie- 
;ct 12 miles long and 2 wide, with a rugged 
surlacc and a poor soil, 'i'ho population i.s 
14,000, of which all save 1,000 are collecie i 
in the main seaport — Gnurluito Aincliu; 
Tho harbour of this place is exeollent, and 
its situations is very favorable foi commerce; 
so the town has become a centre of traliie 
lor ocean steamers ol which a number uiuch 
there, including those plying Irom Suuih- 
.'impton and St. Nazaire lo Aspinwall. The 
island is, therefore, a valaable possession lor 
a great maritime nation, but it is worth 
very I. tile to an in'^ignilic.int power like Den- 
mark. Wo presume lhat if St. Thomas be- 
comes tho property of our Government it will 
be treated as a 'I'err.tory, aud permitted to 
send a delegate to Uuniiress, with no prob- 
ability that it will ever become a State. — S.
